Representatives of manufacturers 
of flavoring extracts, patent medi­ 
cines 
and 
perfumes, 
in 
pro­ 
testing 
against 
added 
restric- 
lions. which, they claimed, would 
interfere seriously with their busi­ 
ness, were outspoken in opposition 
to medical beer and the sale of con­ 
coctions masquerading as medicine 
but actually used as beverages. The 
story of the man who became drunk 
after drinking hair tonic. Jamaica 
ginger and similar things crept in 
continually during the examination 
of witnesses. 
In a list of more than IOO pro­ 
ducts branded as “booze medicine.’’ 
some old bottles 
that 
had 
their 
place on the shelves in country 
drug stores for more than half a 
century were paraded in full view 
of the committee and denounced by 
the 
spokesmen 
for 
proprietary 
medicine associations, who declar­ 
ed they had begun medicating alco­ 
hol used in all their preparations 
long before the eighteenth amend­ 
ment swept over the bars. 
There were frequent clashes. No­ 
body said a word in favor of beer. 
The patent medicine men told Vol­ 
stead that so far as they were con­ 
cerned he could go as far as be lik­ 
ed with that once popular drink, 
but they did not agree with his an­ 
nouncement that he would fight to 
prevent the use of wine as an alco­ 
holic base for any remedy. 
The flavoring extract manufac­ 
turers were more pronounced in 
their opposition to the now’ tighten 
ing up measure. 
Charles D. Joyce, president of a 
flavoring extract association, de­ 
clared no man had ever been able 
to drink lemon extract in sufficient 
quantity to make him drunk and 
live to tell the tale. 
He was ask­ 
ed if he knew anything of the 
practice of taking the fire out of 
the 
extract 
through 
a piece 
of 
bread, which soaked it up like a 
sponge, but he never had heard of 
it. 
Nor had he ever heard of Ja­ 
maica ginger-dricking fiends, he ad­ 
ded. 
“Well, I’ve seen droves or them,” 
said Chairman Volstead. 
Representative Hill (Rep.), Ms 
ryland, who has introduced a bill to 
repeal the Volstead law’, urged an 
amendment which would put prohi­ 
bition enforcement squarely in the 
hands of the attorney general. Ask­ 
ed if he thought it would lead to 
more, rigid 
enforcement, 
Hill re­ 
plied frankly 
that 
he thought it 
would. 
“Then if you are trying to repeal 
the Volstead act, why so solicitious 
about 
its 
enforcement?” 
asked 
Representative 
Tillman 
(Dem.), 
Arkaansas. 
As long as we have that law it 
ought to be enforced,” he declared. 
“But when you have a law’ that is a

joke 
because of nonen­ 
forcement, it is calculated to bring 
all laws in contempt.”

THE WINE MESS. 


Nothing else that Secretary Daniels 
ever did brought down upon his head 
such oceans of abuse as his famous 
order abolishing the 
wine 
mess on 
vessels of the navy. For this order he 
was pilloried 
from 
one 
end of the 
country to the other. 
It marked, in 
fact, the real beginning of the cam­ 
paign of criticism which was waged 
against him with unprecedented bit­ 
terness throughout his term of office 
and which has not ceased even now. 
The partisans who persecuted him so 
relentlessly are pursuing him after his 
retirement to private life by demand­ 
ing that Secretary Denby proceed at 
once to “undanielize” the navy. 
Ii Secretary Denby intends to ‘‘un­ 
danielize” the navy, the first step in 
Hie process would logically be the re­ 
scinding of the Daniels anti-wine or­ 
der. That order marked the first great 
reform that Mr. Daniels 
undertook 
when he assumed control of 1he navy 
and 
proceeded 
to 
“danielize” 
it; 
hence 
the 
undanielizing 
process 
should begin with an order from Sec­ 
retary Denby abrogating the Daniels 
ruling against wine on navy vessels. 
Secretary 
Denby, 
however, has an­ 
nounced that the 
Daniels 
anti-wine 
i tiling will not be abrogated. Mr. Den­ 
by says that, leaving national prohi­ 
bit ion out of consideration altogether, 
he is heartily in favor of Mr. Daniels’ 
pi hey and that he does not believe a 
“corporal's guard” of naval officers 
can be found who favor rescinding the 
Daniels order. 
Of course, Secretary Denby is right. 
Mr. Daniels struck a great blow for 
naval efficiency 
when 
he abolished 
the wine mess and the wisdom of his 
action is 
recognized 
everywhere to­ 
day. 
The very men who were most 
resentful over this reform when it was 
put through are its staunchest advo­ 
ca te now, and the officers of the na­ 
vy are almost unanimous in affirming 
its good results. 
The anti-wine order 
and its author have now been official­ 
ly vindicated 
by 
Secretary Denby’s 
statement and another favorite com­ 
plaint against the Wilson administra­ 
tion has been 
smashed 
into a thou­ 
sand fragments.

But 
their cry now is—“Give tis food or 
we will starve,” consequently with 
ibe need so dire, the corn was pre­ 
pared in the most available form 
for immediate consumption. 
Captain Charles Boettger, in com 
mand of the Gdansk shortly before 
the ship said said: 
“You farmers will never 
know’ 
w’hat. your help means to my peo­ 
ple and the other people 
of war­ 
worn Europe. YTou have never fac­ 
ed conditions such as they are nowr. 
Ever since the signing of the arm­ 
istice I have commanded ships car­ 
rying relief supplies to the other 
side of the w’ater, mostly to Poland, 
and I’ve caught more 
than 
one 
glimpse into life as it is over there 
now’ that causes a lump lo rise in 
one’s throat. I’ve seen families so 
poor they had to clothe themselves 
in odd pieces of salvaged burlap. 
Food—they have none, save 
for 
the donations 
of you 
Americans 
and others more fortunate, 
doled 
out sparingly so that all may have 
a little something to 
quiet 
the 
gnawing pains of hunger.” 


OUR TRAINED RESERVE. 


Many people 
have 
cherished the 
comfortable thought that the war gave 
us a trained reserve of soldiers, sail­ 
ors and marines upon which we could 
rely for a good many years to come. 
About 4,000,000 Americans received 
military training during the struggle. 
Nearly all of them are hack in civil 
life now’, but it seemed a reasonable 
assumption that these 4,000,000 civil­ 
ians who had already undergone more 
or less complete military training con­ 
stituted a formidable 
reserve 
force 
amply able to take care of the country 
in case of another war in the near fu­ 
ture. 
Lieutenant-Colonel E. C. Kilbourne 
declares that 
this 
is not true. 
He 
finds that under the policy of the se­ 
lective draft, which would probably 
be used again in case of another war, 
these 4,000,000 Drained civilians could 
not be 
expected to furnish anything 
like the force which would be needed. 
Under the selective draft system men 
with dependents are put into the de­ 
ferred classes. 
Powerful reasons for 
this are the facts that most men with 
dependents are in the preferred indus­ 
trial classes and that the cost to the 
government of supporting 
their de­ 
pendents would be enormous. 
This is 
the theory under which the draft was 
operated in the World War and as ex­ 
perience proved 
its 
soundness, Col. 
Kilbourne assumes with good reason 
that in the event of another war, the 
same 
method 
would be employed 
again. 
Assuming this, Col. Kilbourne finds 
that about 70 per cent of the 4,000,000 
trained civilians in this country are 
now in the exempted classes. 
He ar­ 
rives at this conclusion by an analy­ 
sis of the selective draft figures for 
the World War. He finds that 14 per 
cent of the men drafted were 21 years 
old, that 12 per cent were 
22 years 
old, that l l per cent were 
23 years 
old, that IO per cent were 
24 years 
old, and so on, the percentage decreas­ 
ing as the age increased. The reason 
for this, of course, was that as the age 
increased a greater proportion of the 
men were 
married. 
Bearing 
these 
percentages and proportions in mind, 
and remembering that three years 
have passed since most of these men 
were drafted, 
one 
realizes at once 
that a very large portion, probably the 
major portion, of the trained civilian 
reserve would not now be available 
for active service under the selective 
draft method as applied during the 
World War.

did last year, according to 
John 
Waddill, revenue clerk in the office 
of George E. Haekmann, state au­ 
ditor. 
Mr. Waddill bases his esti­ 
mate on returns from 77 of the 114 
counties of the state. 
Partial * re­ 
turns from the city of St. Ix>uis are 
included in the figures 
now 
on 
file. 
Waddill estimates 
the 
total 
tor this year will exceed $4,750,000 j 
as compared with $3,040,305 codec 
ted in 1920. 
Collection of the taxes 
already 
has been started and it is believed 
virtually all of the money will be 
in the state treasury by June 20th. 
The last day allowed county collec­ 
tors to remit to the state is June 
15, but they are credited with hav­ 
ing remitted on time if the money 
is placed in the mails on that date. 
Reports from the 77 counties and 
the city of St. Louis show that the 
increase in those 
counties 
over 
last year is $1,847,306.22. All of the 
remaining counties to report 
ate 
ones with small collections excell­ 
ing St. Louis county which has not 
reported. 
There is, 
in 
addition, 
about $200,000 still due from the 
corporations of St. Louis, which are 
permitted to pay their 
taxes 
on 
Ju ly I. at the end of the fiscal year 
and at toe same time they pay the 
federal income taxes. 
St. Louis pays almost half of the 
state income taxes. 
Last year the 
collections there 
totaled 
$1,644,- 
317.50 while this year there already 
has been assessed from the returns 
$2,320,139.42 and this does not 
in­ 
clude the $200,000 due Ju ly I. 
The 
increase in St. Louis over last year 
will be approximately 50 per cent. 
Only twelve of the 77 
counties 
that have reported so far show de­ 
creases under the net returns 
of 
last year. They are Dade, Daviess, 
Douglass, Laclede, Lawrence, Lin ­ 
coln, Mississippi, 
Monroe, 
Osage, 
Platte, Sullivan and Worth and the 
decrease in all twelve of these coun 
ties totals only $3,921.56 less than 
the total from the same counties in 
1920. 
By net returns is meant the tax­ 
es actually collected in 
1920. 
for 
under a ruling of the supreme court 
only 60 per cent of the taxes asses­ 
sed on the original returns was col­ 
lectable because the 1919 lawr did 
not go into effect for 90 days after 
its signature by Governor Gardner, 
thus making the 1% per cent rate 
applicable for only 
a little 
more 
than half of the year. 
Thus, while 
only $3,040,303.88 was collected 
in 
1920, there was assessed on 
the 
original returns, $2,297,226.34, 
40 
per cent of which was refunded. 
Taxes being collected 
now are 
known as 1921 taxes 
on 
1920 in­ 
comes. 
Any action the legislature 
may take at the special session to 
reduce the tax rate could not affect 
the taxes this year unless the law 
was made retroatice in including a 
refunding provision which is 
con­ 
sidered very 
improbable. 
Gover­ 
nor Hyde, wdio las winter vetoed a 
hill to reduce the rate and increase 
the exemptions, said at that 
time 
he w'ould include this matter in his 
call for the special session because 
the republican party had promised 
to reduce income taxes.

STOCK FEEDING EXPECTED 


TO BE PROFITABLE NOW 
Jefferson City, Mo., May IG.— 
Corn at 40 cents a bushel rep re­ 
sets ts a loss to corn growers but 
it probably will mean a return to 
profitable stock feeding, according 
to Jewell Mayes, secretary of the 
state boarl of 
agriculture. 
Mr. 
Mayes recently conducted an in­ 
formal! investigation and reported 
that one of the widest know n stock 
feeders in the state said: 
*i am happy once more for I see 
in 40-cent corn real opportunities 
again. 
When I was paying $2 for 
corn I knew I was up against a 
doubtful business; but at present 
prices I do not see what better 
prospects a man could ask, espe­ 
cially if he has any regard for the 
value of manure fertilizer tor his 
land.” 
Mr. Mayes declared that a re­ 
turn to stock feeding on an exten­ 
sive and profitable scale is certain 
to result from the low* prices and 
abundant supply of corn. 


MONSTER POWER PLANT 


TO BE CONSTRUCTED 
Lockwood, Mo., May 16.—An en­ 
gineering firm has been employed 
to investigate 
the 
possibilities of 
erecting a central power plant eith­ 
er on the Sac River, north of Stock­ 
ton, or a coal power plant in 
the 
coal fields of Northern Dade coun­ 
ty, and the construction of an elec­ 
tric interurban line in the same ter­ 
ritory. Teh power plant would sup­ 
ply current and the railroad would 
connect the following tow*na: Boli­ 
var, Walnut Grove, Fair Play, Ash 
Grove, Everton, 
Phoenix, 
Green­ 
field, Lockwood and Golden City. 
Estimates of the electrical power 
requirements of the towns mention­ 
ed are being made, and it probably 
will be several months before the 
figures will be available from the 
engineering corps. The coal power 
plant project is said to hold certain 
advantages, particularly in that it 
would provide cheap fuel 
supply, j 
while 
the 
water-power 
project 
would develop the greatest amount 
of power. There is a wide strip of 
territory through the district men 
tioned that has inadequate railroad 
facilities. 
An electric line is 
the 
only feasible method of transporta­ 
tion, it is pointer! out, because 
of 
the rugged nature of the country.

LIQUOR MKT BE HRO 


FOR FOREIGN M IS S IE S 
Washington May 16.—The ques­ 
tion of whether the embassies and 
legations of foreign nations are to 
continue to receive alcoholic bev­ 
erages under the administration’s 
interpretation of the Volstead act 
has been answered, Secretary of 
State Hughes, addressing a letter to 
the diplomats oh the subject. 
Certificates for the clearing of 
beverages are to continue, but un­ 
der more careful supervision. The 
diplomats in 
making application, 
are requested to name the member 
of the mission or employe selected 
to receive the consignments. These 
certificates must be returned after 
the specific shipment is received. A 
request is made that ail certificates 
previously issued be returned to the 
state department. 
The position taken by the depart­ 
ment of state 
makes it apparent 
that radical drys, who would con­ 
stitute the Volstead act to prohibit 
the landing of all alcoholic bever­ 
ages for the embassies and their 
shipment from port to destination, 
are not to have their way. The let­ 
ter sent by Secretary Hughes to all 
embassies contained the following 
statement: 
“The secretary of state presents 
his compliments to their excellen­ 
cies and messieurs, the chiefs of 
missions, and has tile honor to in­ 
form them that he has found it 
necessary to discontinue, except as 
indicated hereinbelow, the issuance 
of certificates for use in the mat­ 
ter of the clearance of consign­ 
ments intended for the personal use 
of the missions. 
“The secretary of state begs to 
inform the chiefs of missions that 
lie will be glad if, when making ac­ 
quests for the free entry of such 
consignments, they will, .whenever

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WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 


The fact that, when she had exhaust­ 
ed every effort to evade payment of 
the sums due the allies of account of 
reparations and finally realized there 
was no way of escaping her just debts, 
Germany, apparently with little ef­ 
fort, is going to pay the sums demand­ 
ed, after repeatedly declaring it was 
impossible, can not 
but 
lead to the 
conviction that she was playing a 
game of evasion 
in 
which she was 
ready to employ any subterfuge to ac­ 
complish her purpose of nullification. 
In spite of her belated acquiescence 
to the present demands of the allies 
and her promises for the future there 
cair not but be speculation as to wheth­ 
er as the years go by she will redeem 
these promises. 
Nobody knows what the future will 
bring forth, and unquestionably Ger­ 
many is hoping that long before 42 
years have passed the situation will 
have changed in such a way that the 
allies will no longer be able to force 
her to complete her payments. 
The Germans 
are 
counting on a 
more rapid recovery from the effects 
of Hie war than the other nations can 
reasonably 
expect 
for 
themselves. 
There is good warrant for this Ger­ 
man hope. 
Germany was never in­ 
vaded by 
devastating 
armies. 
Her 
manufacturing plants were not razed 
by a conquering host and her fields 
and farms were not ruined by hostile 
artillery. 
Aside 
from 
her losses in 
man power and war materials, she 
came out of the struggle physically in­ 
tact, and the territories that have been 
taken from her have not weakened 
he r in the same proportion as the ruth­ 
less devastation practiced by the Ger­ 
man armies weakened France. 
There is not much material in all 
this for the manufacture of sympathy 
in this country for Germany. 
If for 
a time the effort to make pro-German 
sentiment here seemed to be gaining 
headway, it was only for a little while. 
The trend is very strongly in the other 
direction now, and the principal result 
of recent and current discussions of 
the dispute over reparations has been 
to recall to our minds German behav­ 
ior during the war, the havoc which 
her armies wrought, and the penalties 
which she would have inflicted upon 
her foes if she had won. 


he such a factor again is hardly open 
to doubt. 
It is scarcely to be supposed 
that politically he has shot his bolt or

the idea of elevating a military man to

He has as 
much at stake as anybody else. If he 
does the wrong thing, he and his ad­ 
ministration will be among the first to 
suffer from it.
